One purl of the case thui pro-con- 
spiracy theorists universally believe is 
weak is iho Single-bullet concept de- 
veloped by former Philadelphia Dis- 
trict Attorney Alien Specter. As a 
Warren Commission staff lawyer. 
Specter was faced with the tusk of ex- 
plaining iho fact that Kennedy suf- 
fered two gunshot wounds, Texas Gov. 
John H. Coimully at least one, with an- 
other shot going wild — all within 5.5 
seconds. 

Specter's explanation was thui one 
bullet hit both Kennedy and Connally, 
another wont wild and a third struck 
only Kennedy — a totul of throe shots. 
Tests on Oswald's 6.5 mm. Itullun rifle 
showed lhat three shots could be got- 
ten off from the boll-action weapon in 
the required time.

"Hoover seems to have been Coro-. 1 
pletely convinced nil the time that it 
was Oswald,” said Hoch, who was giv- 
en an advance look at some of the files 
by the FBI. "Hoover never ap- 
proached It from the paranoid view 
that I have: Was there anyone else? 
The old questions are still th* good 
ones." \ 

Hoch said the FBI has not released 
files from its field offices, flies it de- 
veloped on Warren Commission critlqj 
or Hoover's own confidential papers — 
"the do-not-flle files.”

Katz said he personally believes *‘a 
domestic conspiracy” was responsible 
for Kennedy's murder, although he 
recognizes others are just as smitten ■

Soviet Union. 1

satd. “He defected to Russia, nmrried 
a Russian who had uit uncle in the 
NKVD and yet the Slate Department 
not only let him buck Into (he country, 
they paid his way hack.

Three days ufior Kennedy's assassi- 
nation, the FBI was awuie that its uc- 
tiona would be questioned. A Hoover 
aide, Courtney Evans, no^ed in u Nov. 
25, l«n, memo the difficulty of prov- 
ing that Oswald was not part of a con- 
spiracy, that there wore no other gun- 
men 

"We are being called upon, lit many 
instances, to prove the negative,” Ev- 
ans wrote. Then, quoting Deputy At- 
torney General Nicholas Katzenbuch, 
he said, "Ii is more difficult to prove 
that something did not happen than it 
ih lo prove Lltui it did huppen.” 

J. Lee Rankin, chief counsel to the 
Warren Commission, also was awura 
of conspiracy allegations Involving not 
only Oswuld, but also Dallas Police- 
man J. D. Tippu, slam by Oswald, und 



Jack Ruby, Oswald’s murderer. In a 
M ay 12, 1WH, memo to Hoover, Rankin 
usked that the FBI conduct a 'Ulmited 
background” investigation of Tlppit to 
determine whether he had pny connec- 
tion with Oswuld or Ruby. 

“As l am sure yuu are awqra,” Ram 
kin said to Hoover, “this request lft d ~ 
sjgned to, obtain certain tywjQ Infor- 
mation which cun be relied upon to re. 
fute unfounded allegations which hjve 
developed in the course of this investi- 
gation.” . '■ rT
